To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Columbia,  in 
the  County  of  Coos,  and  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock,  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk 

for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Selectman 

for  three  years  next  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 

Auditors  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

4.  To  choose  by  ballot    and    major    vote,     Library 

Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Trustee  of 

Trust  Funds  for  three  years  ensuing. 

^^    To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Tax  Collec- 
tor for  the  year  ensuing. 

7.  To  choose  by  ballot  and     major  vote    all     other 

necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  support  of  the  Poor  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 


9.     To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  repah's  of  Highways  and  Bridges. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectmen  to  take  such  action  re- 
garding rolHng,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in 
keeping  open  winter  roads  in  said  Town  for 
the  year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems 
most  conducive  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 

struction of  Class  II  road,  commencing  at  the 
point  on  the  "Valley  Road,"  so-called,  where 
operations  ceased  in  the  fall  of  1938,  and  run- 
ning westerly  toward  Columbia  Valley,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said 
purpose  the  sum  ot  $807.;  or  will  accept 
state  aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads 
and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for 
said  purpose  the  sum  of  $374.14. 

12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  upkeep  of  the  cemetery. 

13.  To  see  whataction  the  Town  will  take  with  refer- 

ence to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Department 
for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  of  fires,  in 
said  town,  and  in  event  of  favorable  action, 
to  make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the 
same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Tov^^n  will  vote  to  fix  the  price  per 

day  for  the  hiring  of  manual  labor,  teams, 
and  trucks  for  work  on  Town  Roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 

lection to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary  loans 
in  aniticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing 
municipal  year  and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of 
tax  money  when  it  is  received. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 

to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real     estate 


acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 

for  the  support  of  Town  Charges  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  cer- 

tain highway  in  said  town,  commencing  at  a 
point  approximately  ten  (10)  feet  southerly 
from  the  road  leading  to  Fred  Jordan's  Camp 
on  Jordan  Hill,  so-called,  thence  run- 
ning southerly  to  the  turn  of  the  road  leading 
to  premises  now  occupied  by  Pitre  Parry. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 

sum  of  Fifty-four  ($54.00)  dollars,  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing  circulars 
and  other  written  or  printed  matter  calling 
attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  ad- 
vantages of  the  Town. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 

of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all  other 
officers,  and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 

come  before  the  meeting.

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GRAVE  FOREST  SITUATION  FOLLOWS 
SEPTEMBER  HURRICANE 


Woodland  problems  of  timber  salvage  and  fire  con- 
trol created  in  many  towns  by  the  September  hurri- 
cane are  of  the  gTeatest  importance.  Good  citizenship 
calls  for  personal  and  widespread  action! 

The  salvage  of  every  thousand  feet  of  logs  which 
can  be  sold  means  money  for  landowners,  wages  for 
workers,  employment  for  trucks,  teams  and  machin- 
ery, as  well  as  reduced  forest  fire  hazard  for  all.  If 
owners  of  windthrown  timber  have  not  yet  acted,  they 
should  communicate  with  those  who  can  help.  Town 
chairmen  are  fully  informed;  State  Advisory  Agents 
can  help  to  start  logging  by  suggesting  names  of  op- 
erators and  giving  other  useful  advice;  Federal 
Agencies  are  increasing  the  number  of  log  storage 
places  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Individuals  must  now  co- 
operate ! 

Forest  fire  danger  for  several  years  will  be  great- 
er than  usual.  So  much  work  must  be  done  by  public 
agencies  to  reduce  hazard  along  roadsides,  near  im- 
proved and  other  exposed  areas  that  many  places  will 
remain  hazardous  for  some  time  to  come.  Individual 
landowners  must  take  a  personal  interest!  Aid  in 
clean-up  work  through  the  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  is  available  to  any  woodland  owner  at  $4.00 
per  acre  on  areas  up  to  15  acres.  The  County  Agent 
should  be  consulted. 

Support  your  local  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  De- 
puties. They  are  planning,  with  State  and  Federal 
agencies,  an  intensive  campaign  to  control  fires.  Help 
them  by  strict  observance  of  the  fire  laws.  Kindle  no 
open  fires  without  a  permit  from  the  Warden  except 
when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cooperate  by 
reporting  fires  you  may  see  and  in  other  ways.  Fire 
fighting  tool  supplies  are  inadequate  and  should  be 
reasonably  increased  by  many  towns.  You  can  help, 
and  it  will  pay,  to  prevent  forest  fires!
